Mr. 
A. E. Allen, county assessor, 
has made the following state- 
ment: 

“The impression conveyed by 
the statement made on the post- 
al card is that a general raise 
of 25 to 50 per cent is to be 
made, on all of the territory in 
the district, which is positively 
not so. The only changes in 
valuations that will be made this 
year will be in the nature of 
equalization in comparatively 
small sections of the county. No 
changes will be made in the 
value of any of the property that 
was adjusted last year.” 

It has been suggested in a let- 
ter to the press that the proceed- 
ings for the bond elections are 
not legal. Mr. James L. King, 
deputy district attorney, has 
given to the board the following 
opinion: 

“T have drawn up the proceed- 
ings for many bond elections; I 
have prepared these proceedings, 
have gone over them carefully, 
and find they are ali right.” 

Isaac Jones has gone over the 
proceedings very carefully and 
has approved them as legal. 

We wish to call to your atten- 
tion that our tax rates for high 
school purposes compare well 
with the rates of other high 
school districts in our county. 
Our bond rate is the lowest, and 
will continue to be the lowest 
even though the new rate is add- 
ed. 

A comparison of costs wil! be 
interesting to you. It can be 
shown that the cost to the tax- 
payers of the Chaffey district is 
no greater, nor as great as the 
cost to the taxpayers of other 
districts in our county. The fol- 
lowing facts are submitted as 
evidence:

San Bernardino 36c 8c 
The net cost of educating stu- 
dents in the San Bernardino
